Songs 
from ~Kiss Me Kate,” “Pajama Game,” 
and “The Unsinkable Molly Brown” 
will close the curtain on Old Broad¬ 
way and take us to the campuses of 
some of the great American Colleges. 
During this part of the concert, the 
band will play the Alma Mater of 
several well known colleges in a 
special arrangement called “All Ameri¬ 
can Campus.” 

Popular Music 

The enchanting notes of Leroy An¬ 
derson’s “Blue Tango,” along with 
the sophisticated touch of Cole Por¬ 
ter’s “Begin the Beguine,” will set 
the pace for the “popular” section of 
the concert. Also “Everything’s Com¬ 


ing Up Roses” from the Broadway 
hit “Gypsy,” and March’s “God of 
Our Father” have been chosen to 
round out the list of familiar tunes. 

Soloists 

Band President, Allan Harrington, 
has prepared a trumpet solo of Shu- 
bert’s “Serenade.” Ed Lafferty will 
give us another trumpet solo of the 
hit tune “Wonderland by Night.” 
Gerald Radioli, who has appeared on 
Ted Mack’s Amateur Hour, will be 
featured with his accordion. To 
round out the performance, Mr. 
Raulli, S.J., the band moderator, has 
decided to have two vocalists perform 
at the concert. Joe Stewart, formerly 
of the cast of “The Sound of Music,” 
and Jack Green, who has sung in 
Prep Musicals, have consented to add 
their talents to what should be a very 
enjoyable evening. 


Blue Jug 
Gets Award 

At the thirty-eighth annual 
Columbia Scholastic Press As¬ 
sociation convention, The Blue 
Jug was awarded a Medalist 
rating. This is the second con¬ 
secutive year that The Blue 
Jug has received this honor. 

A Medalist rating is given to those 
publications selected from First Place 
ratings which show intangible, out¬ 
standing qualities that the Association 
describes as the “personality” of the 
entry. Only a small percentage of 
the First Place finishers are awarded 
a “Medalist” ranking. In order to 
gain a First Place rating, a publication 
must prove to be superior in the 
elements of content, style, form, 
and organization. 

The convention consisted of a series 
of lectures and discussions covering 
a wide range of journalistic topics. 
Delegates from all over the country 
attended the three-day convention 
held in New York City beginning on 
March 15.

• Two Prep seniors, Paul Mosca (4D) 
and Charles Fenton (4C), have been 
awarded scholarships by the New 
York State Chapter of the Knights 
of Columbus. Each of the thirty 
scholarships awarded to Catholic High 
School students of the state entitles 
the winner to a stipend of $200 a 
year at the Catholic College of his 
choice. The K. of C. Scholarship 
Council decides upon the recipients 
on the basis of their College Board 
marks in which both Fenton and 
Mosca averaged over 700. 

• Prep’s usually successful Latin 
Sight Team maintained its reputation 
in the Catholic Classical Association of 
Greater New York’s Latin Sight Con¬ 
test on April 14. In the Caesar Divi¬ 
sion, sophomores Lawrence Pape and 
Victor Castellani took first and third 
place respectively, and led the team to 
a second place finish. The junior 
team, sparked by Robert McKay and 
Edward Haggerty, successfully mas¬ 
tered Cicero’s prose to capture the 
fifth place prize. 

• A total of $4800 was collected in 
this year’s Mite Box Drive—$200 more 
than last year. The leading classes 
were 4D ($695.55), 4E ($490.04), 2G 
($372.03), and 3A ($362.63).

Class 2F 
brought in the highest returns, well 
over $500, which represents more 
than l/16th of the total cost of the 
production. 2F was led by Eugene 
Keogh who led the school in total 
returns for the second straight year.

The class of 
63 has selected Tom Butler, Lou Petrizzo, Dennis Foley, and 
Rich Gallagher as their candidates for Student Council President. 


Tom Butler has been a class officer 
for his three years at Prep and has 
been a member of such diversified 
activities as the Blue Jug, Magazine, 
Dramatics, Intramurals, and Swim¬ 
ming, while Lou Petrizzo has left his 
mark on the rosters of the Football, 
Track, and Baseball Teams. Dennis 
Foley and Richard Gallagher are both 
Presidents of their classes and mem¬ 
bers of the Greek course. Foley has 
lent his talents to the Blue Jug, Base¬ 
ball team, and to the Sodality. Rich 
has taken part in Track, Intramurals, 
and the Guard of Honor, as well as 
being Student Council Secretary and 
a member of the Headmaster’s Council 
during his junior year.

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Scholarship Aid 
Can Be Yours 

As graduation time approaches, the percentage of seniors who 
have been awarded scholarships, grants, and other financial aid, 
has increased to nearly sixty percent. These awards are the culmi¬ 
nation of four years of conscientious study in school and vigorous 
reading at home. 

Many times we have heard underclassmen pessimistically 
claim that it is impossible for them to win any monetary assistance 
for their college education. Contrary to what they may believe, 
this is entirely false. Here are some ways of obtaining aid to 
finance your education. 

New York State offers a competitive scholarship program in 
which over fifteen thousand scholarships are awarded. In March, 
fifty percent of the seniors received a scholarship or alternate rating 
from the state. The award brings two hundred and fifty dollars 
to seven hundred dollars, depending on financial need, to residents 
of the state who intend to matriculate at any college within the 
state. These scholarships, however, are won only after an intensive 
preparation. 

During the summer, Prep runs a program for juniors which 
gives them the opportunity to organize and add to their knowl¬ 
edge of literature, history, art, music, and science. A course of this 
type is of great help in preparing for the state scholarship 
examination. Many books outlining study for the exam are on the 
market. The best of these is “You Can Win a Scholarship” by 
Brownstein, Werner, and Kaplan. The book not only offers an 
excellent scholarship review outline but also information on 
scholarships available throughout the nation. 

Most colleges present scholarships and grants to deserving 
applicants on the basis of scholastic standing, extra-curricular per¬ 
formance, and financial need. This assistance will generally vary 
in amounts ranging from one hundred dollars to full tuition, room 
and board. 

Likewise, the Federal Government offers loans to needy stu¬ 
dents at an extremely low rate of interst. These loans do not have 
to be paid until ten years after the student has graduated and half 
the principal will be forgiven if the borrower becomes a public 
school teacher. 

These few tips only scratch the surface of the aid that is 
available. Preps Student Counsellor can give added information 
to help you gain a scholarship or grant. If you are really interested 
in receiving aid, now is the time to start. Yes, you may be able 
to win a scholarship , but it will mean hard work now. 


SPORTUGHT ON: BILL CAMERA 


Although there have been several athletes at Prep this year 
who have excelled in two varsity sports, a three-letter winner such 
as Billy Camera is a rare man to come by. Camera has been an 
invaluable sparkplug in the success of the Eagles’ football, basket¬ 
ball, and baseball teams. 

During his two seasons as starting 
quarterback, Bill never tasted defeat. 
His passing and running led the 
Crown Heights Eleven as they romped 
over fifteen opponents. For the hoop- 
men, Camera was Prep's answer to 
Frank Ramsey. He often came off 
the bench in a tight situation to toss 
in a few decisive buckets. Now, with 
the hardball season underway, Bill, a 
leading hitter and dazzling gloveman 
last spring, is expected to improve on 
his fine showing of last season. 

We wondered which sport Camera 
enjoyed most. 

“I guess I'd have to name base¬ 
ball as my favorite sport. There's 
nothing quite like the feeling I get 
when I hit the ball on the nose and send it over the outfielder's head. Of 
course, I also had a lot of excitement during my two years on the football 
team.” 

We found Bill eager to talk about his football highlights. 

“The Seton Hall game of two years ago was by far the most thrilling 
encounter for me. Until the last quarter, we had been playing as individuals 
all during the game. But in that last quarter, we suddenly realized that 
our chances for an undefeated season might be ended. We began to operate 
like a team. During those few final moments, I witnessed the greatest team 
play I've ever seen at Brooklyn Prep.” 

Turning, for the moment, from Bill's athletic accomplishments, we asked 
him what his four years at Brooklyn Prep have meant to him. 

“Coming to Prep was the smartest decision I ever made. My life has 
become much more meaningful during the last four years. By participating 
on the athletic teams, I have made many good friends and I have learned 
to get along with people I don't like.” 

Since he had to shout above the deafening roars of the baseball players 
outside as he answered our queries, his thoughts naturally turned to this 
sport once again. 

“Both Coach Doolan and I are optimistic about our chances this year. 
Right now, I think we have a good chance to make the city play-offs. We've 
had terrific teams in football and basketball, and there's nothing I'd like 
more than to see the baseball club just as successful.”

The task of turning out thirty-two pages of superior articles, 
short stories, and poetry, three times a year, rests principally on 
the shoulders of one man—Maurice McLoughlin, editor-in-chief of 
the Brooklyn Prep Magazine. The outstanding quality of this 
publication testifies to the talents and energies of its head. 

Senior McLoughlin has been a 
member of the Magazine staff since 
his freshman year when he began 
taking pictures. Now, in his task as 
editor, the biggest assignment he has 
been given at Prep, Maurice proves 
that his is not just an honorary title. 

“Being on the Magazine entails a 
lot of work on the part of the editors.

Editor and actor McLoughlin, a member of the Greek course, plans to 
attend Holy Cross College next September where he will major in English, 
and, no doubt, display his literary talents. 




Seniors bound for Washington, D.C., on spring tour. 
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For the past few baseball seasons, Prep’s hardball squads have 
had to be content with holding down a fourth or fifth place berth 
in the tough C.H.S.A.A. league. However, judging from the team’s 
performance thus far this spring, it appears that the Prep baseball 
fans may well have something to cheer about in the weeks to come. 

After a pair of easy wins over Loyola and Adelphi in 
exhibition tilts, the Eagles embarked upon their league 
campaign. 

St. John’s was the first to feel the weight of the Prep 
bats as they were edged out 5-4. Although the Prep- 
men impressed no one, including themselves, with 
their caliber of play against the Redmen, their victory 
put them on the right track and gave them a certain 
amount of needed confidence. Holy Cross and 
Xaverian offered little resistance to the Blue and 
White glovemen during their Easter Week contests 
with Prep. Loughlin, however, although not one of 
the more highly rated teams in the league, provided 
Prep with its toughest fight of the year as the Eagles 
just barely nosed out the Lions 9-8. 

These early season tilts have helped Coach Doolan 
to perceive both the strong and weak points of the 
Prep team and to prepare the club for the tougher 
teams they will meet in the near future. 

St. Francis and Molloy seem to be the “teams to beat.” However, the 
squads from McClancy and Holy Trinity are certainly not to be discounted. 
The league is chock full of talent and none of the clubs in the loop can 
truthfully be considered “sure wins” or “patsies.” As of this writing, the 
Eagles are tied with the Terriers of St. Francis for first place. Both teams 
have identical 4-0 slates. 

Hitting seems to be the big plus sign in favor of Prep’s title hopes this 
year. The lead-off “duo” of Johnny Dockery and Charlie Phillips, it seems, 
virtually never fail to reach base. Both are hitting well over .300 and their 
base running ability has been invaluable to the team. Captain Billy Camera, 
the most proficient and dependable batter on the squad, has been knocking 
in runs by the dozen from his “clean-up” spot. Sluggers Lou Rotondi and Joe 
Buro have also been wielding mighty hot bats for the Prepmen. Not only are 
the Eagles reaching base on their singles and large array of “extra base” hits, 
but they are also receiving an unusually large number of walks from opposing 
pitchers. This should be a great asset to the team if it continues. 

Fielding is next on the agenda of Prep’s strong points. Senior vets. Bill 
Camera (2B) and Joe Buro (3B) have been scooping up hot grounders with 
finesse and have become the stalwarts of Prep’s infield. Juniors Mel Grillo (SS) 
and Bill De Bernardis (IB) had a little trouble adjusting themselves to varsity 
ball, but both have constantly been improving and have developed into good, 
solid ballplayers. Catcher John Dockery has been doing an excellent job 
behind the plate, calling signals for the Prep hurlers and thwarting the steal 
attempts of opposing runners with his strong and accurate arm. In the outfield 
Prep is in fine shape. Lou Rotondi (RF) and Charlie Phillips (CF) have been 
hauling in crucial flys all season. Left field is shared by vets “Cookie” Grosso 
and Ed Ryan who are also Prep’s two top hurlers. Prep also has two fine 
outfielding prospects in juniors Jeff Brady and Tom Cassella. 

Pitching is the biggest problem the Eagles have to contend with. 
Although the squad has three or four good hurlers, it lacks that “great” man 
to throw at St. Francis and Molloy. Ed Ryan, when at his best, is the finest 
Prep has. His repertoire includes a fast ball, a curve, and a very effective 
drop. “Cookie” Grosso is the most consistent Eagle twirler. He, like Ryan, 
is very effective with his curves and fast balls. Bob Beck is Prep’s ace relief 
man. His speedy side arm curve should be very valuable to the squad in the 
later innings of future games. 

Prep has the team that is capable of winning a championship. All we 
need is continued excellence in the batting and fielding departments, a bit 
more effectiveness in our pitchers, and of course—a little bit of luck.

With the opening of the out¬ 
door season, Prep’s cinderinen 
again donned their spikes in 
anticipation of bettering the 
team’s fine indoor record. 

In the season opener, the C.H.S.A.A. 
Relay Carnival, the varsity quartet of 
Dan Lanigan (880 yds.), Denny 
Hurley (440 yds.), Bob Bartolini 
04 mi.), and Bobby Clarke (1 mi.) 
placed second in the distance medley 
behind a strong Chaminade team. 

A week later at the Queens-Iona 
Relays, with Bartolini and Clarke 
switching distances, the Eagles grab¬ 
bed a fifth place in a tough field, 
coming within two seconds of the 
school record for the medley relay. 
In the same meet, the open mile relay 
team, composed of underclassmen, did 
surprisingly well with a fourth place 
finish. Junior Richie Gallagher led 
off, followed by soph Kev Lanigan 
and frosh Greg Milmoe and Walt 
O’Brien. 

Seniors Score 

On Monday April 23, Prep’s spike- 
men were sufficiently recovered from 
Easter Sunday festivities to cop med¬ 
als in six events in the All Hallows 
Meet at Van Cortlandt Park. Coach 
Lawrence broke up his standard relay 
teams in an attempt to increase Prep’s 
chances of attaining a high point 
score. The result of this strategy 
was that hurdler Bob Hickson won 
Prep’s first medal with his impressive 
(16.0 sec.) third place finish in the 
120-yd. high hurdles. The only gold 
medal to be won for Prep was gar¬ 
nered by Dan Lanigan. His 52.5 sec. 
clocking clinched first place for him in 
the open quarter-mile. Sprinter Denny 
Hurley was edged out at the finish 
line of the 220-yd. dash, and had to 
settle for a fourth place and a bronze 
medal. 

Prep’s crack distance men, Bob 
Bartolini and Bobby Clarke, were 
also awarded bronze medals for their 
efforts in their specialities. In the 
open 880-yd. run, less than two 
seconds made the difference between 
breaking the tape and running over it. 
Bartolini’s home-stretch kick failed 
to give him the lead and he was left 
with a third place in 1:59.5. Clarke’s 
4:40.7 mile earned him a fourth place 
against excellent competition. In the 
broad jump, versatile freshman Walt 
O’Brien won a silver medal as his 
outstanding jump of 19'5" gained him 
second place. 

Penn Relays 

At the sixty-eighth Penn Relays, the 
Eagle relay teams showed their class, 
as they took a second and a third place 
finish. Bob Clarke, Bob Bartolini, and 
the Brothers Lanigan, Dan and Kev, 
copped silver medals in the class mile 
relay. Bob Bartolini (53.9) and Dan 
Lanigan (49.3) joined Den Hurley 
(49.3) and Steve Long (56.2) to 
clinch third place in the mile relay. 

The mile relay team again sparkled 
at the St. Francis Prep Invitational 
Meet, sweeping to a first place finish. 
The rest of the team was not idle—

Pinafore— A Review

After a years lapse, the Prep Dramatics Society reinstituted 
the production of Gilbert and Sullivan operettas with two rousing 
performances of H.M.S. Pinafore on May 4 and 5. The play, one 
of the finest of the Savoy operas, was splendidly directed by Mr. 
George Hunt, S.J., with the assistance of Mr. Dahlke, S.J., and Mr. 
Winans. The difficult job of turning out a polished singing per¬ 
formance was left in the capable hands of Fr. William Joyce, S.J., 
who presented an array of stars, as well as a skilled and effective 
chorus. 

Many of the leading roles were filled by underclassmen from 
sophomore and junior years. The success of their performances 
bodes well for continued excellence next year. The first of these 
future stars is John McHugh, whose robust portrayal of Captain 
Corcoran, the problem-ridden captain of the Pinafore, left little 
to be desired. The romantic interest was supplied by Jack Green, 
as young Ralph Rackstraw, the simple tar who finally won both 
his love and the captaincy. Sophomore Joe Stewart also turned 
in a brilliant performance as Ralph's love, Josephine, the captains 
daughter. Taking the part on only three days notice, Joe per¬ 
formed as if he had been doing the job all year. 

Tom Chesleigh, a veteran of many varied parts, gave one of 
his finest interpretations in the role of Sir Joseph Porter, the 
slightly antiquated, but still hopeful, Lord of the Admiralty, who 
vainly sought Josephine's hand. Climaxing a highly successful 
year, Richard Pizzuto excelled as the famous Buttercup, the un¬ 
witting instigator of the play's difficulties. 

For the second time, Noel Inzerille discarded his shoulder 
pads for a parasol, this time to grace the stage as Hebe, the 
alluring “cousin” of Sir Joseph. Ed Haggerty acted as leader of 
the crew, and handled the job of Bill Bobstay extremely well, 
while Pat Iacullo, in the role of Dick Deadeye, was a most con¬ 
vincing villain. Mike Salvatore also did a fine job as Bob Beckett, 
the carpenter's mate. 

A special word of praise goes to the choruses, both to the 
hardy sailors and to the lovely relatives of Sir Joseph, whose vocal 
abilities and comedic talents were responsible for many of the 
play's finest scenes. 

Another accolade must go to Mike D'Orlando, whose musical 
accompaniment lent a great deal to the overall polish of the 
performance. 

Last, but not least, congratulations to the stage crew, whose 
skill in things nautical was amply demonstrated by their artistic 
outfitting of the gallant ship. 

In a play which requires skill in a number of other fields 
besides the normally difficult one of acting, the Dramatics Society 
proved itself as versatile and as capable as any in Prep's history.
